BEGINNING OF SUMMER 


Miy Find Convention Still io Ses- 


sion—Andreae and Wheeler 


Given Hearing. 


Columbus, Jan. 26.—The constitu- 


tional convention will be in session 
until the last oi June or the first of 
July. This-was the prediction made 
today by the Constitutional delegates. 
Solomon" Johnson, delegate from Wil- 
liams county stated that the number 
of proposals filed had become bewil- 
dering ao all the delegates and added 
that the adoption ot even a majority 
of them would make the new consti- 
tution so large a proposition that the 
electors ot the state would be unable 
to give it the consideration necessary 
and would merely reject it. 
1 He urged the necessity of limiting 
the number ot proposals and expedit- 
ing committee work. Delegate Ross 
Read declared that the initiative and 
reterendum proposal should not be 
submitted to the electors in the main 
body of the constitution as has been 
proposed' He said 
"the initiative 


and referendum- would stand on its 
own merits; 
and to submit it with 
the remaindei ot the 
constitution 


would place it in danger of rejec- 
tion." 
The cause ioi the long drawn out 


session as explained would be double 
consideration of constitutional pio- 
posals. This would—result trom mi- 
nority reports from nearly every con- 
sideration of 
the more important 


measures. 


Whether tlie license clause to-be 


submitted to the people by the con- 
stitutional convention—and it seems 
lo be as&uied that the 
convention 


will submit an alternative clause — 
shall contain lestiictions sought to

ARE AWAKENING TO 


BIGJ1MBER LOSS 


Ohio is being: awakened to its enor- 


mous losses through the neglect of 
its woodlands 
and forest fires, and 


aroused to the necessity of rehabili- 
tating its forests and providing against 
the future, by 
the forestry depart- 


ments of the Ohio agricultural experi- 
ment station at Wooster. 


]>id you know that the second great- 


est natural asset of Ohio was its or- 
iginal forests? Not its coal, or natural 
g&s, or oil, but its treet! So declare? 
Charles E. Thorne, director of the sta- 
tion. 


"To the pioneer farmer, however," 


Thorne explains, "the forest was bul 
a cunnberer 
of the ground, 
and his 


"greatest problem was to get it out of 
the way. 
Xow those who realize the 


loss suffered must overcome this in- 
lierent attitude of today and convince 
landowners of the potential value of 
the forest, and point out to them how 
to restore part 
of their 
holdings to 


woodlands." 


This is what the station, with its 


limited force, is trying to accomplish 


The station is already coopeiating 


•with the state institutions in guiding 
their forestry operations and supply- 
ing them with trees, helping cities in 
planting shade trees properly, secur- 
ing the- cooperation of land owneip in 
a forestry survey of the state, work- 
ing with private land owners in rr>- 
forestration and carrying on j. cam- 
paign of education. 


"Oberlin was the first municipality 


to realize the advantage of the bene- 
fits afforded the water supply by for- 
est protection," says Edward Secrest, 
the stations' forester. 
"The city has 


a. ten-acre farm through which flow:- 
the reservoir intake, a large spring. 
Now the whole farm is being wooded 
"with great good to the water." 


Secrest points out the worst enemies 


of the remaining Ohio forests as lire? 
•which have devastated whole .sections 
along railroads, especially in the south- 
ern, part of Ohio, the insects called tho 
loaf miner, catalpa midge and sphinv 
moth, the white pine disease, and cat- 
tle browsing in woods.

Washington, Jan. 20.—Should a Xa- 


tional Guardsman pay $2.50 for lilies 
of the valley to present to the wife of 
a Canadian official and then ask Uncle 
Sam to pay the bill? 


This is one of the questions which 


the House Committee on Expenditures 
in the State Department had put up 
to it when Secretary Knox presented 
the vouchers showing how $20,000 had 
been expended in the celebration of 
the three hundredth anniversary 
of 


the discovery of "Lake Caamplain in 
July, 1909. 
When the Secretary of State was be- 


fore the committee several days ago 
he declined to produce the vouchers 
covering the expenditure of this appro- 
priation, contending that he had been 
forbidden by order of the President to 
make public any of tne expenditures 
under the secret fund of the State De- 
pariment. Later, however, he com- 
municated with the President and ob- 
tained his permission to produce the 
vouchers. 


He admitted that the practice which 


had been followed by the department 
In keeping secret appropriations made 
by Congress for specific purposes, on 
the ground that they were of a diplo- 
matic nature, had been "loose" and 
that the method of accounting or fail- 
ing to account for the Lake Cham- 
plain fund appropriation was "impro- 
per," and gave Chairman Hamlin of 
the committee, credit for calling the 
matter to his attention. 


He further declared that since the 


matter had come under his observa- 
tion there had been a reform 
insti- 


tuted. 
The appropriation was all accounted 


for in the vouchers of officials,

Petition From New Coiicoitl Asks 


Permission From State Board to 


Make the 


Columbus, O., Jan. 26. — One ot 


the most important cases which has 
come under the jurisdiction -of the 
public service commission since its 
creation is that of the petition of the 
New Concord Telephone Co., filed to- 
day. 
asking that it be allowed to in- 


crease its rates from r>0 to G(i 2-3 per 
cent. The commission may be obliged 
lo establish a precedent declaring 
what is a just rate ot return on in- 
vestment. 


The amount of money involved is 


not large, but the ratio upon which 
the commission 
decides, doubtless 


will be applied to millions. The New 
Concord company is capitalized at 
$10,000. with $3,400 issued. 
The 


company is charging §12 for a busi- 
ness line and ?9 for a house phone. 
It asks the commission for permis- 
sion to issue $600 worth of stock in 
order to make a few improvements, 
and also to raise the cost of the bus- 
iness telephone to $1S and the resi- 
dence line to $15. 


Improvements the Cause. 
Zanesville, O., Jan. 26.- — -"The in- 


crease in the rates is made necessary 
by the improvements the company 
is making to improve the service," 
said J. B. Rhodes of this city, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the New Con- 
cord company last night. 


"When the company started some 


vears ago with 20 subscribers, it was 
purely a local concern, and the back- 
ers never expected to get over 30 sub- 
scribers. But business has increased 
until at present there are 250 pat- 
rons. The company intends to insti- 
-ute a two-party line service, and to 
keep the exchange open all night 
and on Sundays and naturally the ex 
peuse of operating 
will be much 
greater. 


The company 
is 
now charging 


monthly rates of 
7."> cents for resi- 


dence and $1 for business 'phones. 
The two party ^line service will in- 
crease these to '$1 and $1.25. Main 
linev service will cost $15 and $18. 
There will be no change in the rates 
of country subscribers which is $1 a 
month. 


"The new 
switchboard bought 


some time ago is being installed and 
the company believes that the new 
service will be ready to start either 
March 1 or April 1. The rates for 
Vew Concord as increased, will be 
just the same as patrons in Dresden,

supplied to vessels for their 
own 


use or for "bunkering" purposes. The 
United States statistics show 
about 


0,000,000 long tons supplied to ves 
sels at ocean ports to be placed in 
then- bunkers lor their own use and 
the British reports show about 20,- 
000,000 long- tons supplied to ves- 
sels in the foreign tra.de and 2,r>00,- 
000 tons to vessels in the coastwise 
trade. This would make for the two 
great 
coal-producing countries of 


the world—the United States and the 
United Kingdom—a. total 
of

WHfiN MARK TWAIN 


COINED HIS NAME 


In Harper's, for February, Albert 


Bigelow P&in'e, tne authorized biog- 
rapher of Mark Twain, tells how the 
great humorist first really adopted 
the name when writing for a Ne- 
vada newspaper m IS 63. . 


"He was not altogether satisfied, 


His letters, copied and quoted, all 
along the coast, were unsigned. They 
were easily identified with one an- 
other but not with a personality. He 
realized that to build a reputation it 
was necessary, to fasten it to an in- 
dividuality — a^name.

co-operation of the employes and act 
upon their suggestions to reduce the 
percentage of injuries. 
Under tjhe 


present system all injuries are Ire 
ported to the proper qfficial. 
J 


'"Statistics show that on the roajds 


ot 'ffce country an employe is killje^c 
every 50 minutes and one is,iujui?ei 
for every five, minutes of each day 
On our system, an,employe is injui'-ed 
every 48 minutes. In the fiscal year 
ending with June 1911, 
10,577 em- 


ployes were injured while 179 werfe 
killed. We hear much about the con- 
servation of forests, natural resources 
etc., but we hear little regarding the 
conservation of o~ur men. 
It is the 


aim of this movement, instituted a 
few months ago, to conserve the men 
and to minimize the number of per- 
sonal injuries. 


"Many of the accidents arc due to 


carelessness or thoughtlessness 
01 


the part of the employes. 
When an 


engine-is injured or damaged, it cai 
be sent to the shop for 'repairs, bu 
we can't do that with the men. 


"The adoption of safety appliances 


has failed to reduce the number o 
injuries like the management wishes 
so we must look to other means to 
protect the employes. 


The employes on the 'ground con 


stantly are in a position to observ> 
the causes of accidents and to then 
the management must look to line 
ways and means to abolish tho dan 
gcr.

turned to the storekeeper and a new

T. K. Clark, .general superintend- 


ent of motive power, aud a member 
of the general committee dwelt up- 
on the pecuniary side of .the question, 
saying that while all objected to the 
pain and suffering which followed an 
injury, the more practical side was 
the stoppage of the victim's income. 
He said the general public was inter- 
ested in the economic side of the 
question. He said that the injury of 
an employe necessitated an outlay of 
expense that niusi be met by some 
one. The company met it and looked 
to the public for its return. 


.T. F. Irwin, superintendent of tho 


Newark division, in a short talk told 
of what had been done on this di- 
vision. 
He called attention to the 


fact that but one fatality had oc- 
curred among the employes of this 
division in the past six months, cred- 
iting it entirely to the care used by 
the employes.

Proceed -as Follows: 


First sweep the rue thoroughly clean. Bejrin work at the corner farthest from the 
door.
